Robber Cuts Hand Break-

Follow Trail of Blood 
But Man Eludes Capture 


Leaving a trail of bloodstains 
behind him after smashing the 
front window of Bert Knowles 
jewelry store, 10075 100 strect, at 
11:50 p.m. Saturday, a jewel thief 
escaped with over $500 worth of 
rings and gems. Two youths who 
saw the thief crouching in the 
doorway of the store after the 
window had been shattered, raced 
across 100 street and chased the 
thief as he fled north onto Jasper. 
Following the bloodstains Icft on 
the street, they trailed him into 
the Jackson block. 

City detectives Alex Riddell 
Percy Appleby and Kenny O'Brien 
took up the trail and tracked the 
thief up the stairs of the block and 
along the second storey corridor 


| Blood marks on the floor indicated 


that the wanted man had stumbled 


and fell as he rounded a corner 
|Prints of hands on the door and 
door knob of one of the rooms 


showed the frantic thief had tried 
to enter to hide 

A cordon of officers was thrown 
about the block after a second call 
for police had been put in to head- 
quarters, but by this time, the 
quarry had slipped down to the end 
of the hall, out the back door, down 
the fire escape and into the lane 
behind. 


JEWEL PAD FOUND 

The janitor of the block told po- 
jlice that he had heard a man 
| Pounding past his doorway. Sunday 
morning he found a jewel pad, cov- 
ered with dry blood, lying in a 


|corner on the second storey cor-| 


ridor. 

A blood stained towel was found 
near one of the bathroom doors. Af- 
ter finding the door of the room, 
which he trie@, locked, the thief 
fled down the corridor and into 
the bathroom where he wiped his 
hands and threw away the towel 

Hospitals and doctors’ 
were checked to see if a man had 
rushed in for medical attention, 
this move brought police no inform- 


ation. However, they have a good 
description of the wanted man, 
along with several other clues

| VIKING, Alta., Nov. 7 —Resolu- 
tions asking the federal and pro- 
vincial governments to reduce 
sessional indemnities by fifty per 
cent, and to cut the salaries of all 
civil servants by a similar amount 
were passed by a mass meeting of 
farmers held here Saturday.

The re-essessment of city property will also 
affect the matter. If the assessment is lower the 
rate mey have to be higher. The outlook for 
another assessment that would increase the gross 
valuation is not bright. 

The depression will have more to do with the 
tax bill than anybody's hepes. If it continues, relief 
costs will also continue, and the reteable value of 
property will tend to go down. If a turn comes for 
the better, thet will lessen relief costs, raise the 
assessable value of property, and bring tax reduc- 
ti@: within the range of things immediately possible.

The Passing Show 


.By J. S. Cowper 


Pacifists the world over must have felt a shock 
when one of the greatest of theio number, Sir 
Norman Angell, author of “The Great Illusion” 
visited New York with a proposal that Britein 
should pay off her wer debts to United States by 
building her $150,000,000 worth of ships of war. 

I recall a Peace Society in the pre-war days that 
wrangled till midnight and nearly came to blows 
over the wording of a resolution; 1 have never seen 
a pacifist before make a proposal for economic 
peace to build $150.000,000 worth of battleships and 
submarines. O Death; where is they sting? 

* * #® 


Sir Norman and his proposal are not to be taken 
lightly. Apart from his eminence as a pacifist, Sir 
Norman is a ranking economist. He has probably 
given creat thought to his plan before announcing 
it, and studied its various reactions upon American 
pride and security, upon world peace as well as 
upon the British labor market. 

There are malsdies of the body and mind—no 
need to indicate them more closely—for which the 
accepted remedy is “a hair of the teil of the dog 
that bit you.” 

Uncle Sam may not need a big navy, but he 
thinks he does—needs it more than he needs money. 
Britain needs employment for her shipyard work- 
ers. Settlement along these principles would be 
popular in Britain and would be infinitely casier 
of acceptance by the American people than cancel- 
lation—however beneficial that might be to Amer- 
icans. He may be killing two birds with one stone 
in making his proposal! 


If you want to know of some of the difficulties 
Uncle Sam has been having with his desires for a 
big navy, read “The Secret Purposes” by Hector C 
Bywaters—just off the MacMillan press. Mr By- 
waters is recognized as an authority on naval 
matters. He is a member of the Institute of Naval 
Architects, a life member and gold medallist of 
the United States Naval Institute. He lifts the cur- 
tain on many of the problems of U.S. navaldom in 
his chapter on “Debunking the Washington Con- 
ference 

Bywaters frankly asserts that when President 
Harding called the Naval Disarmament Conference 
at Washington in 1921, he was proceeding frem no 
humanitarian urge.

KEEPING A YOUTHFUL APPEARANCE

Unidentified Man, With) 


Badly Battered Head, 
Dead Three Weeks | 


The body of an unidentified man, | 
the head badly battered, was found | 
under a pile of lumber near the 
railway tracks in the Dunvegan 
yards, Saturday. The man had been) 
dead more than three weeks, med- 
ical examination revealed. A heavy 
blow had fractured the skull and 
there was a deep wound on the 
forehead over the right eye. There 
was another wound on the right 
hand side of the face. Police claim 
it to be a case of accidental death. 

A pocket-book containing $21.13 
and a note-book with names and 
addresses in it, were found on the 
body. The gruesome find was made 
Saturday by Paul Pleshur, shack 
two, St. Albert trail, when he walk- 
ed along the railroad tracks 

The police theory is that the man 
probably had hopped off a train and 
in doing so had slipped and fallen, 
inflicting two facial wounds and 
fracture of the skull. With these 
serious injuries, police claim that 
he must have crawled over the 
tracks and under the lumber pile 
where he died

He is} 
believed to have been about 30/ 
years of age, five feet, eight inches 
tall; clean shaven, very dark hair; 
one tooth missing in front; wear- 
ing blue stripe pants under blue 
overalls; a leather jacket and no | 
cap. 

Chief of Police A. G. Shute or- 
dered a rigid investigation into the | 
circumstances surrounding the! 
death. 

This is the second case of death 
tu unidentified men that police have | 
run up against in a month. Three 
weeks ago the body of an unknown | 
man with a bullet hole in his head, 
was found in the river near the 
Premier mine in the Highlands. 

The gun with which police claim |

Authorities closed the case after | 
ruling that it was a clear case of | 
uicide.
